Ben Stoloff di- 
rected ‘Secret Enemies.” The 
screen play was written by 
Raymond L. Schrock.

Faye Emerson, who plays 
the role of the wife of a Nazi 
spy in “Secret Enemies,” acts 
in only one scene with her 
screen husband in the entire 
picture.

“That’s your 
husband,” smiled Stoloff, much 
to her embarrassment.

Playing the part of a Nazi 
spy has its advantages these 
days for the young actor or 
actress, believes Faye Emer- 
son, who for the first time in 
her screen career draws an 
unsympathetic role, in “Secret 
Enemies,’ Warner Bros. film, 
now at the Strand. 

“When you are merely a ro- 
mantic lead opposite the hero, 
one must be practically a Bette 
Davis to arouse audience in- 
terest,’ says Miss Emerson, 
“But when you are playing a 
person as despicable as the 
girl I portray in this picture, 
you arouse hatred, which at 
least is a definite reaction.
